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United  States  Mint  Unveils  Next  Presidential  Images  that  Consumers  Will  See  on  $1 
Coins  Next  Year 


The  United  States  Mint 

today  unveiled  the  new  designs  for  the  Presidential  $1  Coins  that  will  enter  into  circulation  next 
year.  The  2010  coins  will  honor  former  Presidents  Millard  Fillmore,  Franklin  Pierce,  James 
Buchanan  and  Abraham  Lincoln. 

"Each  of  the  Presidential  $1  Coins  is  a  tribute  to  the  men  who  made  tremendous  personal 
sacrifices  to  lead  our  country,"  said  United  States  Mint  Director  Ed  Moy.  "I  hope  this  tribute 
continues  to  inspire  a  renewed  sense  of  pride  in  our  Nation's  rich  history  as  we  move  into  the 
fourth  year  of  the  Presidential  $1  Coin  Program." 

The  obverses  (heads  side)  of  the  Fillmore,  Pierce,  Buchanan  and  Lincoln  Presidential  $1  Coins 
feature  bold  portraits  of  the  former  Presidents.  Inscriptions  on  the  obverses  are  the  President's 
name,  the  dates  or  years  of  his  term  in  office,  a  number  indicating  the  order  in  which  he 
served,  and  the  inscription  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  The  obverse  designs  on  the  Millard  Fillmore  and 
Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  $1  Coins  are  by  United  States  Mint  Sculptor-Engraver  Don 
Everhart;  the  obverse  design  on  the  Franklin  Pierce  Presidential  $1  Coin  is  by  United  States 
Mint  Artistic  Infusion  Program  Master  Designer  Susan  Gamble;  and  the  obverse  design  for  the 
James  Buchanan  Presidential  $1  Coin  is  by  United  States  Mint  Sculptor-Engraver  Phebe 
Hemphill. 

The  common  reverse  (tails  side)  design  of  the  coins,  also  by  Everhart,  features  a  dramatic 
rendition  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty.  Inscriptions  on  the  reverse  are  $1  and  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA,  with  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  2010,  the  mint  mark  and  13  stars  appearing  on  the  edge  of 
the  coin. 

The  United  States  Mint  will  release  the  2010  Presidential  $1  Coins  in  approximately 
three-month  intervals  throughout  the  year.  Please  visit  www.usmint.gov/catalog  or  call  1-800-

United  States  Mint  to  launch  new  coin  at  16th  President's  summer  home 

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  26  /PRNewswire-USNewswire/  —  Presidential  $1  Coins  bearing  the  image  of  one  of  our  Nation's  most  admired  leaders 
will  enter  into  circulation  on  November  18. 

In  honor  of  the  release  of  the  new  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  $1  Coin,  the  United  States  Mint  invites  the  public  to  a  launch  ceremony  on 
November  19,  to  be  held  at  President  Lincoln's  Cottage  on  the  grounds  of  the  Armed  Forces  Retirement  Home  in  Washington,  D.C.  The 
ceremony  will  begin  at  10  a.m.  Eastern  Time. 

The  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  $1  Coin  is  the  16th  release  in  the  United  States  Mint  Presidential  $1  Coin  Program.  The  coin's  obverse 
(heads  side)  design,  by  United  States  Mint  Sculptor-Engraver  Don  Everhart,  features  an  image  of  Lincoln  with  the  inscriptions  ABRAHAM 
LINCOLN,  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST,  1 6TH PRESIDENT  and  1861-1865.  The  coin's  reverse  (tails  side)  design,  also  by  Everhart,  features  a 
dramatic  rendition  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  with  the  inscriptions  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICAandS  1 .  The  year  of  minting  or  issuance, 
2010,  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  and  the  mint  mark  are  incused  on  the  coin's  edge.  To  view  and  download  high-resolution  images  of  the 
circulating  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  $1  Coin,  go  to  http://www.usmint.gov/pressroom/index. cfm?action=photo#Pres. 

President  Lincoln's  Cottage  is  the  most  significant  site  associated  with  Abraham  Lincoln's  presidency  after  the  White  House.  President 
Lincoln  lived  there  for  one  quarter  of  his  presidency  and  was  living  there  when  he  drafted  the  Emancipation  Proclamation  and  deliberated 
critical  issues  of  the  Civil  War.  Lincoln  commuted  three  miles  daily  by  horseback  or  coach  to  the  White  House,  last  visiting  the  Cottage  the 
day  before  his  assassination.  The  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  opened  the  Cottage  to  the  public  in  2008  after  a  seven-year 
restoration.  Today,  the  Cottage  offers  intimate,  guided  tours  providing  an  in-depth,  media-enhanced  experience,  highlighting  Lincoln's  ideas 
and  actions  through  historical  images  and  voices.

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Presidential  $1  Coins  that  are  produced  for  daily  cash  transactions  last  for  decades,  are  100  percent  recyclable  and  can  save  the  country 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  each  year. 

Like  previously  released  Presidential  $1  Coins,  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  $1  Coin  will  be  shipped  to  banks  and  other  financial 
institutions  in  rolls,  unmixed  with  other  $  1  coins.  Banks  may  order  and  store  each  Presidential  $  1  Coin  up  to  three  weeks  prior  to  the 
introduction,  so  they  will  have  supplies  on  hand  on  the  release  date.  The  coins  will  be  available  in  unmixed  rolls  for  two  weeks  after  the 
introduction  of  each  design.  The  special  ordering  process  begins  again  when  each  new  Presidential  $1  Coin  is  released. 

The  ordering  period  for  unmixed  quantities  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  $1  Coin  will  begin  on  October  28.  To  order  boxes  of 
wrapped  rolls  ($1,000  minimum  order)  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  $1  Coin,  depository  institutions  may  use  FedLine  Web®  Access 
Solution.  In  addition,  local  Federal  Reserve  Bank  offices  can  handle  special  requests  for  $2,000  bags  of  unmixed  Abraham  Lincoln 
Presidential  $1  Coins,  $2,000  bags  of  mixed  $1  coins,  and  orders  for  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  $1  Coins  after  the  special  order  period 
ends  on  December  2,  while  supplies  last. 

Presidential  $  1  Coins  are  also  educational  and  fun  to  collect,  with  four  new  designs  issued  each  year.  The  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  $1

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Abraham  Lincoln  Coin  Makes  Record  Sales

Abraham  Lincoln  Coin 


One  dollar  gold  coins  released  by  US  mint  in  the  memory  of  four  presidents  has  seen  a  great 
demand  among  collectors  and  Abraham  Lincoln  Coin  has  topped  the  list  of  presidential  gold  coins 
with  a  total  mintage  of  more  than  97  million  units  from  Denver  and  Philadelphia  mints. 

The  2010  one  dollar  presidential  gold  coins  were  released  by  the  US  Mint  on  23rd  December  in  the 
memory  of  Millard  Fillmore,  Franklin  Pierce,  James  Buchanan,  and  Abraham  Lincoln. 

This  year  the  collector  coin  dedicated  to  Abraham  Lincoln  comes  in  a  set  that  includes  one 
uncirculated  2010  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  Dollar  and  one  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  First  Spouse 
Medal. 

The  satin  finish  dollar  coin  is  embellished  with  an  image  of  16  president  on  observe  side  and 
Statue  of  Liberty  on  the  reverse.  The  one  dollar  Abraham  Lincoln  Coin  is  designed  by  the  renowned 
designer  Don  Everhart. 

The  bronze  medal  dedicated  to  First  lady  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  depicts  her  portrait  on  one  side  and 
her  taking  books  and  flowers  to  the  soldiers  on  another  side.  The  medal  having  a  diameter  of  1  5/16 
inches  got  the  observe  side  designed  by  Phebe  Hemphill,  while  Joel  Iskowitz  has  helped  Hemphill 
in  creating  the  reverse  side. 

The  set  comes  mounted  on  a  plastic  card  with  images  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Mary  Todd  Lincoln 
depicted  on  the  front  and  other  purchase  related  information  printed  on  the  rear. 

On  the  very  first  day  of  its  release,  record  3,  753  units  of  Abraham  Lincoln  Coin  sets  costing  $1 1.95 
were  sold  by  the  US  Mint.

In  this  week's  United  States  Mint  numismatic  product  sales  report,  the  long  available  Abraham  Lincoln 
Presidential  Dollar  First  Day  Coin  Cover  has  sold  out.  An  updated  figure  is  available  for  the  recently  sold  out 
2013  Proof  Platinum  Eagle,  and  the  Edith  Roosevelt  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  saw  a  jump  in  sales.  The  United 
States  Mint's  American  Presidency  $  1  Coin  Covers  have  showcased  each  release  of  the  Presidential  Dollar 
series  since  its  launch  in  2007.  Each  cover  includes  $1  coins  sourced  from  the  first  day  of  production  at  the 
Philadelphia  and  Denver  Mint  facilities  mounted  within  an  illustrated  envelope  carrying  a  USPS  stamp  with  a 
special  cancellation.  These  covers  have  been  subject  to  maximum  production  limits. 

After  quick  sell  outs  for  the  first  few  Presidential  $1  Coin  Covers  at  a  production  limit  of  50,000  units,  collector 
interest  waned  and  sales  slackened.  As  four  new  covers  continued  to  be  released  each  year,  the  US  Mint  would 
gradually  move  the  maximum  production  limits  lower.  Following  sell  outs  for  the  covers  containing  the 
2007-dated  coins,  the  US  Mint  would  end  sales  for  the  covers  containing  the  2008-dated  coins  within  a  last 
chance  sale  held  in  mid-2009.  Until  now,  all  covers  containing  Presidential  Dollars  dated  2009  onwards  have 
remained  available  for  sale  since  the  time  of  their  initial  release. 

The  Abraham  Lincoln  Presidential  Dollar  Coin  Cover  initially  went  on  sale  December  30,  2010.  A  maximum 
product  limit  of  37,000  units  was  announced,  which  was  5,000  units  higher  than  the  limits  set  for  the  other  2010 
releases  in  anticipation  of  greater  collector  demand.  The  covers  have  finally  sold  out  this  week,  at  last  reported 
sales  of  36,785  units. 

In  the  previous  report,  the  2013  Proof  Platinum  Eagle  was  reported  as  sold  out.  This  week,  sales  have  been 
adjusted  slightly  higher  to  reflect  cumulative  sales  of  5,763  units.  This  coin  maintains  its  status  as  the  lowest 
mintage  issue  of  the  "Preamble"  design  series  which  began  in  2009.  The  prior  low  was  held  by  the  2009  proof 
with  a  final  audited  mintage  of  7,945  pieces. 

The  uncirculated  version  of  the  2013  Edith  Roosevelt  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  saw  a  jump  in  sales.  During  the 
period  covered  by  the  report,  an  additional  116  pieces  were  sold,  compared  to  sales  of  just  8  pieces  in  the  prior 
week.  Cumulative  sales  have  now  reached  1,634  units. 
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
